Certain varieties of this class, 
such as Rhododendrons, Azaleas, and Laurel, ordinarily grow more satisfactorily and show to better 
advantage when planted in rather heavy masses. A deep, cool, moist subsoil, with proper drainage, 
is ideal. As a rule, they dislike lime, or limestone soil, and success will be more certain on such 
soils if they are planted in woods earth or mulched with peat moss. Oak leaves are ideal for 


covering the ground beneath them.

A FEW PRACTICAL HINTS ON PLANTING 


Always keep roots covered when plants are out of the ground. 

Dig bole large enough to receive plant without bending roots. 

Break up subsoil and mix it thoroughly with rotted stable 
manure. 

Set plants slightly deeper than they stood at the nursery. 

Work in good soil among roots so as to leave no air-pockets. 

Fill bole and tamp soil down thoroughly with the heel of shoe 
or tamping tool. 

Leave slight depression around plant to catch the water, and 
water thoroughly.
